With his installation titled “This Is Al- 
ways Finished,” artist David Dunlap brings 
_ his creative vision and talent to the Art Gal- 
lery in UNO’s Fine Arts Building. - 

Dunlap, associate professor of art at the 
University of Iowa, teaches drawing, paint- 
ing and.a course on installations. .. 

In an interview Sunday, Dunlap said his 
installation at UNO focuses on a number of 
different activities, which he calls * ‘prac- 
tices.” 

“I practice keeping various kinds of note- 
‘booksand telephone books. It’slike ahabitor 

a practice.” 
Dunlap said his installation ‘at UNO is 


-structured by notebook drawings, which he. 


started in 1974, hung in chronological order 
‘aroundtheroom.. 

» Inspiration, Dunlap-said, comes mainly 
‘from daily life and his various practices such 
as: keeping notebooks and scrapbooks. 


“Also part of the installation, along with 2 Bae 


‘Dog’ s notebooks,‘ is what he calls his 


“telephone, books.” These are little books 
witli-messages and-doodling that Dunlap’s 
wife and two children do while on the phone:

There are other books included ‘in the” 
installation such as scrapbooks, Dunlap said. -

Firm Offers Test Drive: for 


Graduate School Exams -

For students planning to seneens 
school, tackling the admission exam will be 
one of the first hurdles to overcome. 

On Saturday, Feb. 3, Kaplan Educational 
Centers around the nation will hold the sec- 


‘ond annual “Test Drive.” 
In Omaha, the testing site will be at. 


Creighton University, 24th & California 
streets in the Business building. Students 
from any institution are micnirened to at- 
tend. 

Asa public service of Kaplan, the drive i is 
free.to students preparing for the MCAT, 
LSAT, GRE, and the GMAT exams, 

‘The MCAT is the entrance exam fro medi- 
cal school, the LSAT is the entrance exam for 
law school, the GRE.is the graduate review 
exam, and the GMAT is the entrance exam 
for business, said Rolee Kelly, director of 
Kaplan Educational Center in Omaha. 

Kaplan is ‘the only center in Omaha to 


provide exam Preparation classes for: stu- 


dents. . 
The test drive exams are scheduled to take 


‘about three and a half hours, Kelly said. The 
‘MCAT and the GMAT will be given from 9 
_ am-12p.m.,andthe GRE and the LSAT le 


iven from.1 pan. -4 p.m. - 


exam. 
Kaplan’s executive office is based in New 
York, where efforts are focused to create an 


* exam almost exact to what a student would 


experience during the real exam time, Kelly 
said. 

“In New York, they spend much time, 
monies, and effort to stay-on top of the newest 
developments,” 

With these types of exams, Kelly.said it’s 
imperative that Kaplan keep up with the 
changes that occur frequently in the fields of 
business, law and medicine. 

“The diagnostics will be very specific.” 

The goal of the test drive, Kelly said, is to 
familiarize the students with the same type of 


. atmosphere as they would experience during 


the actual test, If the student was to take the 
test now, the student would have an idea of 
where they should be at. 


“This is going to give them a taste of the 


tests. This is an excellent experience and it 


will help take. the mystery out of what it. 


would be like.”

“Kelly said students wili take a Crate . 
‘ exam, which is quite similar to the actual 


student Aro an exam, and Kelly said the test 
drive will help to take some of that anxiety 
away. 

“People are going to test better.” 

Learning test-taking strategies can help 
calm the anxiety, she said. ~- 

Students will take the diagnostic exam 
and will ‘schedule an appointment to meet 
with a Kaplan instructor at a later date to 
review the results. 

By attending, the test drive, Kelly said that 
alone will give-those students an edge when 
they take the exam. 

“Tt will help to take the surprise away.” 
Kelly also.said because the exams take a lot 
out of a student enictionally, one of tlie test 
strategies will be on building endurance. The 
instructors will help students to learn how to 
time themselves and make sure they have 
enough time to spend on each section of the 
test. 

“Insomecases, we *vehadsome4. O(grade 
point average) students come in for the test 
drive, and on the diagnostics, not pass. It’s | 
not necessarily intelligence, but sometimes 
how the questions are asked.” 

. The test drive doesn’t fociis on the old — 
preparation tips suchas gettinga goodnight” Ss” 
sleep, but Kelly said more specific strategies 
will be looked at. 

During the scheduled visit, the student 
will receive the test score, go over test-taking 
strategies, and discuss the test itself; how. it. - 


-went, discuss specific questions, 2 and how the. 5 


student felt about the exam... ** 

Students can see what area they m may need 
to focus on more, and have an overall picture 
of what they can n expect when it comes test 
time. 

Kaplan instructors, Kelly said, are “ex 
perts in their area.” Each instructor has taken 
the exam of the program they instruct. 

“The instructors need to have scored in the 
90th and above percentile in order to become ; 


‘an instructor.” 


Last year, around 200 students took part in 
the local test drive. Kelly said she hopes to - 
expect a higher turnout, since it’s the second 
year of the drive. « 

“This will help them ask, ‘Where can I go 


from here?’ ‘What's my study plan?’ “What 


skills need work?”

In a meeting Saturday, Jan. 13, the Regents approved a 
preliminary plan for a $7.66 million parking garage adjacent to 
Memorial Stadium in Lincoln. 

Arguments for the project included easing parking problems 
during home football games and dealing with a lack of student 
parking available on the UNL campus. Arguments against the 
project, including that itadds only 450 more parking spaces and 
that it might encourage more students on campus to drive to 
class. 

Icanunderstand the parking problem onthe Lincolncampus. 
According to UNL officials, last year the school denied 1,200 
applications for permits, due to a lack of parking spaces avail- 
able. 

I’m sure no one called Campus Security at UNO and asked 
about the parking problems here. 

According to Paul Kosel of UNO’s Campus Security, there 
are only 2,832 spaces reserved by the university for student 
parking on campus. 

Unlike UNL, UNO does not deny applications for parking. 

Instead, it admittedly oversells campus parking permits year 
after year..And if you read your 95-96 parking regulations 
booklet, section I, paragraph I clearly states that “UNO parking 
permits do not guarantee spaces on campus at any time during 
the day: or evening.” 
Honestly, [believe UNO should stop issuing parking permits 
after5,664 day and evening and2,832 evening-only permits are 
sold. Statistically, that would make each parking space on 
campus available for use by three different student permit 
holders a day. 

Ifthe Board of Regents i is truly making decisions that are in 
the best interests of the university system, it would then with- 
draw its preliminary approval of this project and begin consid- 
ering the parking issues of all four campuses. 

Otherwise, you can just add this vote to a growing list of

Cedar Falls, lowa--No sooner did the No. 
3 ranked UNO Mavs take to the mat at last 
Saturday’s University of Northern Iowa Du- 


als, were they staring adversity straight in the . 


face by falling behind 18-0 in their opening 
match. 

But the Mavs responded to the early gut- 
check by reeling in their next five bouts and 
snaring the 21-18 come-from-behind - win 
against the NCAA Division Ii, No.9 ranked 

‘University of Wisconsin-LaCrosse. UNO 
moved onto the second round counting their 
graces for the performances of their upper- 
weights. 

But after the opening round, the Mavs left

With their toughest road trip of the season, 
UNO came out of the Plains with battle scars 
last weekend. The Fighting Sioux of North 
Dakota, ranked No. 2 in the country, and the 
Bison of North Dakota State University, 
ranked No. 3, both brushed past UNO on 
Friday and Saturday night. 

“We needed to put two halves together 
instead of just one,” said UNO Head Coach 
Cherri Mankenberg. “We did well the first 
half (against NDSU) and the second half 
(against UND), but we need to put 40 minutes 
together.” 

Friday night in Fargo, the Lady Mavs 
went into halftime down by two points to the 


Bison, 32-30. Saturday night in Grand Forks, 
UNO was outscored by the Fighting Sioux . 


46-43 in the second half, But it was the other 
two halves that decided UNO’s fate as the 
Lady Mavs were outscored 79-35. 

A bright spot for the Lady Mavs last 
weekend was the defensive play by Centers 
Casey Morlock and Jenny Crouse. Morlock, 
the North Central Conference scoring leader, 
and Crouse, the rebounding leader and No. 3 
scorer, were expected to pose a problem for 
the Lady Mavs. With strong defensive efforts 
from Michelle Spetman and Amy Breen, the 
lady Mavs held both players. Morlock was 
held to 16 points and six rebounds on Friday. 
Crouse was held to 11 points Saturday. 

It was the three-point barrage by North 
Dakota that became the factor instead of 
Crouse. UND’s Kelli Britz and Tiffany 
Pudenz scored on 10 of 17 three point at- 
tempts. “(UND) and Northern Colorado are 
the best three-point shooters in the league,” 
Mankenberg said. “That is what they live and 
die by. And you can live and you can die by 
it. We just hope to play them on a day that 
they are dying by it.” — 

Instead of Morlock spurring -NDSU, they 
relied on Jen Rademacher, another center. 
She scored 15 of her 17 points in the Bison’s 
37-15 second half. 

With the two losses this past weekend, 


UNO drops to 2-5 in the conference and 7-9 
‘overall. 

“We don’t need to attack the basket with 
three defenders or shoot off-balance shots,” 
Mankenberg said. “Those were the things 

that we did early on in this game and at the 
end of last night’s game, which hurt us.”

Talented Actors 


Bullock, Leary Are Only Safe 
Ports in ‘Two if By Sea’

Itried very hard to like “Two if By Sea.” 
I am a fan of both Sandra Bullock and 
Dennis Leary and yet I can’t recommend 
this film. 

Yes, it’s funny at times and well-ex- 
ecuted and acted, but it just lacks some- 
thing. The pacing seems forced and the 
dialogue is ackward at times, but there’s 
more. Maybe it’s these two performers and 
what could be a good film, with polishing, 
that disappoints. 

Leary, the talented actor/acerbic come- 
dian, is Frank, a small- 
time Boston thief, who 
steals, a..$4 million 
Matisse painting,. and 
flees the police with his 
tough-talking, fed-up 
girlfriend, Roz, the too- 
cute Bullock. 

Roz and Frank have 
been together seven 
years and their relation- 
ship is getting strained. 
As they flee an entou- 
rage of police cars, they 
‘bicker like an old mar- 
ried couple. 

_ Roz wants Frank to 
go straight with his day 
job, his brother’s dry- 
wall. business, but Frank is content. He 
enjoys the tax-free cash of the score and the 
excitement of a life in. petty crime. He 
thinks everything is perfect. 

Frank and Roz escape to a nameless 


Cape Codisland retreatin aluxurious home, ° 


empty by a vacationing family. There, Frank 
and Roz ingratiate themselves with the 


home, convincing neighbors and friendly. 


playboy Evan Marsh (Stephen Dillane) they 
are friends of the family. 

With the theft of sucha valuable work of 
art, the FBI is soon involved and onto Frank 
as the suspect. Easily enough, because Frank 
literally left his ID and wallet in the get- 
away car, stirring the attention of Special 
Agent O’Malley (Yaphett Kotto). Kotto is 
obviously playing ona similar character he 
played in “Midnight Run” (1987). 

As Frank and Roz await the rendezvous 
with the fence on the island to sell the 
painting, Roz takes to the island and Evan 


takes to her. Frank’s small-time gangster 


boss Beano (Wayne Robson) soon joins the 
chase for the painting, with his three 
drunken cronies. This does little to move 
the story along and offers littte more than 
comic relief with some of the film’s funnier 
scenes. 
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One would think with ,the talents of 
Bullock and the over-the-top, not too bright 
characterization of Leary, the film would 
have a solid foundation to build on, but it 
doesn’t. As we wait and wait for the plot to 
accumulate comic hilarity and proceed with 
edgy, witty: dialogue, “Two if By Sea” 
never materializes or escapes mediocrity. 
It seems, after a fine performance in the 
underrated 1994 film “The Ref,” which the 
plot parallels, Leary attempts to return to 
that success with the hope of doing it the 
justice at the box office that “The Ref” did 

not. 
zs, Leary, and co-writer 
Mike Armstrong collabo-

Even though Leary is a ‘great performer 
anda good actor, his choices in films seems 
to be lacking. With “Judgment Night,” 
“Who's the Man?” and “Demolition Man,” 
Leary needs career advice he did not re- 
ceive when he made “Two if By Sea”. 

He is a skilled comedian, with good 
timing, believable characterization and a 
witty persona, but he needs to choose films 
where these characteristics are highlighted, 
as they were in “The Ref,” and not films 
where he is forced to compensate for di- 
minutive writing. 


Bullock is equally skilled, She is bright, - 


sexy and talented. Her performance here is 
somewhat edgier than her usual characters, 
with a New York accent and tough de- 
meanor.

‘Party of Five’ Believable

Most people have heard about “Melrose 
Place” and “Beverly Hills 90210” and all the 
hype the two shows receive. However, there 
seems to be a silent partner in Fox 42’s line- 
up of prime-time shows. That silent soap is 
“Party of Five”. 

Iam an avid “Melrose Place” watcher and 
I try to catch “90210” whenever possible, but 
Ihave taken a new liking to “Party of Five.” 
Even though I have only 
watched the program a few 
times, I realized “Party of 
Five” deals with more real 
life problems than “Melrose 
Place” or “90210.” 

“Party of Five” deals with 
real life heartaches, such as 
adoption, dating, broken en- 
gagements, smoking, steal- 
ing, pre-marital sex, sexual 
harassment and homosexu- 
ality. 

Icannot recall a “Melrose 
Place” episode that deals 
with such emotional prob- 
lems. How many times in

husband and then that ex-husband gets in- 
volved with a psycho doctor that tries to blow 
up an apartment complex? C’ mon folks, this 
-stuff only happens on “Ricki Lake.” 

- The show follows the lives of the Salinger 
‘family, five orphans dealing with life, and 
how they make choices without the wisdom 
of parents to guide them. The children range 
in age from one to 25, which allows the show 
to touch on situations from all walks of life. 

For example, Claudia (Lacey Chabert), 
the pre-teen sister, tries to deal with the 
broken engagement of her brother, Charlie 
(Matthew Fox) and their former nanny, Kirstin 
(Paula Devicq). Kirstin represents the mother 

_of the household, and for Claudia, Kirstin 
was a replacement for the mother she does 
not have. 

Charlie and Kristin are also dealing with 
their break-up, which also deals with a real- 
life situation, trying to date after a broken 
relationship.

- hard and “Party of Five” turns it into reality. 
I can relate to Charlie and Kristin. 

The family has also had to deal with 
Claudia having a friend that’s a bad influence 
on her. Claudia finds herself doing things she 
has never done before like lying, smoking, 
stealing and drinking. These are all things 

-children of today deal with, but ones that 
television has generally ignored. 


Charlie has to explain to a. drunk Claudia 
why she’s too young to drink. Thrust into 
parenting, Charlie just doesn’t have all the 
answers, like the rest of us. This is what 
“Party of Five” does best. They turn a real 
situation into poignant, heartfelt drama. 

Parents with a new infant in their lives can 
relate to Charlie’s obstacles with Owen, the 
youngest of the Salinger brood. In one epi- 
sode, Charlie needed to find 
daycare for Owen. How- 
ever, in order to attend 
daycare, Owen needed to 
be potty-trained. Through- 
out the show, Charlie be- 
came more and more frus- 
trated with Owen. This is 
reality. Charlie needed to 


child. At the end of the epi- 
sode, Charlie says, “Owen 
was Dad’s last, but now he 
is my first.” 

“Party of Five” not only 
deals with adult situations, 


but teenage problems as | 


well. In a recent episode, the teenage Julia 
(Neve Campbell), deals with sexual harass- 
ment from her teacher, a situation that is very 
controversial for all ages. “Party of Five” 
showcased a controversial topic in an enter- 
taining, yet educational way. 

Julia also had to deal with homosexuality, 
an issue people of all ages need to face. 
Julia’s boyfriend, Justin (Michael Goorjian), 
had a friend visit from overseas, Allison. 
Julia and Allison hit it off right away, they 
laughed, shopped and talked. When Allison 
asked Julia, “Do you ever think about girls?” 

The lead character on “Party of Five” is 
adolescent Bailey (Scott Wolf). Bailey and 
his new girlfriend, Sarah (Jennifer Love 


Hewitt) finally got together at Charlie and . 


Kirstin’s non-wedding, but have another ob- 
stacle to face. Sarah just found out that she is 
adopted, and is having trouble accepting it. 
Bailey is supportive, but that’s not always 
enough. Anyone who has been or knows 
someone who’s been adopted can empathize. 
Sarah wonders who her mother is, and she 
looks for people that look like her.

Lots of rhythm from drummer Jason Weyerman 
and bass player Justin Beller and good tunes and words from 
singer/guitarist Brendan Titrud. The three play together as if ' 
they were of one mind. 

A lot of people like the mind of My Friend’s Band. They 
have an extremely ioyal fan base left over from Brendan and 
Justin’s previous Roadside Band plus kind followers and 
anyone who experiences their live shows. Shows around 
town are at the Saddle Creek, Capital, Ranch Bowl, Down- 
town Grounds and so on. 


If you haven’t seen them, this weekend they’ re part of “A- 


Family Party” Saturday at 8 p.m. at Sokol Hall at 13th and 
Martha. The other party-makers are The Dudes and Mane 
Badiane, who is a drummer from Africa. Go see ‘em. 


Chain of Being 
On the other side of the rock scale is my other friends’ 
band, Chain of Being. They are heavy, but they groove. 
Singer Shawn Watson and guitarist Sean Medcalf have been 


with the band for a couple of years. The new guys are Dan : 


Stewart on bass and Chad Johnson on drums. Chain of Being 
won one of the quarter finals of last year’s Opening the Big 
O competition at the Ranch Bowl! and nearly won the finals. 

They play original bass-heavy metal that gets the moshers 
going at every show. Watson is a character who gets the 
audience riled up with his jive and gets them stirred up with 
his singing. He usually jumps into the mosh pit and joins in 
while the band chugs on. 

Chain of Being has some memorable tunes like “Speakthe 
Truth,” with its almost militaristic beat, “The End,” which

- Omaha’s own Mushroom Bruize has released their first 
album, “Straight Jacket Holiday,” on Holiday Records. It’s 
available onCD or cassette at arearecord shops and atall their 
shows. I like this album and so will you if you like Judas 
Priest, Ozzy, and any of the more commercialized “hair’ 
bands. These guys aren’t that, but they sound that way. Only 
the lead singer Carl Hatcher and drummer Rick Askvig look 
“metal”. The others, Tim Steyskal, bass, and Steve Johnson, 
guitar, look like they could be in Top Secret. 

Mushroom Bruize has been around over four years and 
may now get some of the glory they’ve been working for. 
Metal may finally be making a comeback (let’s nope) and 
they will be in the forefront. 

The songs I really like on this are the title song, “Straight 
Jacket Holiday,” which sounds like a hit to me, “People 
Suck,” with its great sing-along chorus: “Life just. sucks, 
people suck!” and “Light the Candle,” which is the one senti- 
metal song on this album. (You know, the requisite ballad that 
all metal bands play like Motley Crue’s “Home, Sweet 
Home.”) The whole album is pretty good with no real duds. 

I'd give it a B+, mainly because of the cover art which is 
kind of a turn-off. The front is supposed to be an order saying 
the band is mentally ill, but it looks like just the front of a 


studio demo tape before it is ready for the public. The back - 


shows some mushrooms on a gray background with some 
song titles in black and some in white. Unfortunately, the only 
ones you can read are the white ones, so the album only seems 
to have five songs instead of ten.
